school of life is the line of breastworks j Center street, under the authority of 
to be taken. "Non echole sed vitae i the Vrooman act, was assured at the 
discimus," ("Not for school but for 
life we are learning") Is a motto which 
lie intends to put into practise In the 
arrangement of the curriculum of the 
Covina high school. And in his work 
we wish him well, knowing that he 
will succeed. 


The boy or girl graduating from the 


high sliool is confronted immediately 
by the world. A few continue in school 
study by entering the higher colleges, 
perfecting themselves for the diversi- 
fied life designated as 
"professional," 


and which has a separate place, ac- 
cording to tradition, from that of the 
commercial world. In the opinion of 
Professor Morgan, those pupils who 
evince a desire to enter the higher 
professions, should be carefully pre- 
pared for them. Fwery effort of the 
teachers should be bent to the end 
that this pupil be advanced to the 
finishing institutions, or that particu- 
lar institution of his or her choice. 


But the great bulk of high school 


students finish their education, so far 
as schools are concerned, when they 
receive their diploma from the high 
school. These pupils must be fitted 
for the world—to make them practical 
men' and women, ready and equipped 
to cope with the elementary things 
connected with, the world's hard School. 
.Therefore,: ito his opinion, the commer- 
cial course of the high school must be 
accentuated for all scholars. This will 
not interfere in any way with the ex- 
ceptional scholar who wishes to per- 
fect studies beyond the pale of the 
high school, and will graduate efficient 
men and women of business. It will 
make the commercial college a super- 
fluous Institution. To teach konkkecp- 
ing, stenography and typewriting in 
such a manner as to fit a girl or boy 
for office work, is to place them im- 
mediately in touch with the business 
world. 
This is Professor Morgan's 


determination, which he will at once 
put into practise. He does not think 
that it should 
be necessary for a 


scholar to take up a six months' course 
in bookkeeping after leaving the high 
school. And he intends to graduate 
them at a high rate of efficiency in 
these studios, making, in the future, 
a diploma from the Covina Union high 
school 
equivalent 
to 
any 
diploma 


which may be issued by the host com- 
mercial schools of the United States.

In approaching the Covina wireless 


telegraph station, you pass down a 
dark alley under the pepper trees, 
open a gate and pass the cow on the 
left-hand side, thence up through the 
yard In the direction from which blue- 
white flashes, like a stage setting of 
Dante's Inferno, are emanating. Or, 
you may walk straight, down Center 
street until you come to the borne of

house is the wireless station that is 
connected with the whole of Southern 
California, as far down as Sari Diego. 


Yes, Covina is one of the wireless 
stations set down in the wireless blue- 
book of Southern California, and the 
story of its inception Is Interesting.

only In this country, but throughout 
the civilized world. But the average 
person put it down in his mind as be- 
ing far beyond his understanding, and 
continued simply to marvel at the 
result of experiments. 


A BOY'S INTEREST. 


It was more than a dream, however, 


to Melvln Bonharn, son of James Bon- 
bam of Covina, a sixteen year old lad 
In the public schools. He thought and 
dreamed of wireless telegraphy by 
night and day, neglecting other more 
ordinary pursuits to the despair of his 
father, in order that he might come 
into closer sympathy with the strange, 
unknown power of the air.

REDT'S EXPERIMENT. 


i Out of It Grew the Great Fabric of th* 


Germ Theory. 


It wan ft fixed belief of the ancients 


that many living creatures could come 
into existence In a spontaneous fash- 
Ion, to which allusion has often been 
made. The true beginning of the germ 
theory arose out of a ludicrously sim- 
ple observation made by Redl, a Flor- 
entine phyfllcinn, about the middle of 
the seventeenth century. 
He debated 


with his confreres In Florence the 
question of the origin of the maggots 
appearing In decomposing meat. The 
old T.ICW held, of course, that the mag- 
gots were bred within dead and putre- 
fying substances. Redl, taking a piece 
0'* meat, covered the mouth of the Jar 
In which It was contained with a piece 
of fine gauze. He beheld the flesh flies, 
attracted by the smell of the decaying 
nif-at, corning to deposit their eggH, aft- 
er the manner of their kind, In the de- 
composing substance. Tiie gauze, how- 
ever, kept them from effecting this 
natural object, with the result that thfe 
eggs were laid on the surface of the 
gauze and the maggots there hatched 
out, while the decay of the meat went 
on uninterruptedly without a single 
maggot appearing in Its substance. 


On this childishly simple experiment 


the great fabric of the germ theory of 
today was founded, for If the1 law of 
universal parentage applied to the case 
of maggots and meat it was clear, ar- 
gued Redl, that It must apply univer- 
sally. 
Subsequent 
experimentation 


proved the words to be true, and so to- 
day, when our attention is focused upon 
germs or microbes so mluute that we 
might accommodate many hundreds of 
thousands of them on the surface of a 
postage stamp, we again come face to 
face with Redl'a first principle that 
each germ could only have sprung 
from a preceding and parental organ- 
Ism.—Brooklyn Eagle.

In cataloguing 
booksellers frequently err. Thus Mr. 
Madan, the Oxford scholar, who wrote 
a grammar and dictionary of the Swa- 
holl language, had those works cata- 
logued as "Madam SwahHl's Gram- 
mar" and in the lino beneath, "Do. do. 
Dictionary." Recently, too, a book of

Swan 
and 
Her 


Friends," giving an account of Miss 
Seward, "the swan of Llchflekl." was 
classified us "Annie Swan and Her 
Friends."—Manchester Guardian.

cratic Institutions ever created wan the 
pillory. 
I do not say that it was n hu- 


mane Institution, though It was cor- 
tnlnly more humnne than our system 
of Hlletit Imprisonment. But Iwlng hu- 
mane has nothing to do with being 
democratic. 
You may have humane 


and 
Inhutnnne democracies, just as 


you may huvc humane and Inhumane 
despots. 


The point IH that the pillory was a 


real appeal to the people. If It was 
cruel It was because the people were 
cruel or perhaps Justly Indignant. Tlu- 
people threw dead cats (the less hu- 
manitarian, f believe, threw live cats), 
but they could throw bouquetn and 
crowns of laurel If they liked. Some- 
times they did. The argument about 
the old public punishments cuts both 
ways. The publicity wns an additional 
risk for the government as well as an 
additional risk for the prisoner, and 
this In specially true of the executions 
for trenson. It was no small thing that 
half a million men might possibly treat 
n.s a mnrf.vr a man whom the king was 
treating as a murderer, that the prince 
had to concede to every obscure ruf- 
fian exactly what that ruffian probably 
wanted most—fame.—G. K. Chesterton 
In London News.

Says Covtna Will he Connected With 


Portion* by Electric in Good 


Time.

This Is the answer given by H. E. 


Huutlngton to the question dealing 
with the building of the road from Co- 
vitia to Pomona, and is the summary 
of a conversation had with the rail- 
road magnate while he was visiting 
and inspecting property interests in 
Covina this week. Mr. Huntington, Sr., 
impresses one with a sturdy fact on 
meeting him—that he is possessed of 
the secret of eternal youth. The flght- 
er of the olden days of railroad mak- 
ing seems to be even younger In as- 
pect than be appeared a few years 
ago, although many great railroad pro- 
jects have been carried on his shoul- 
ders In the past ten years. Mr. Hunt- 
ington was entertained at the Covina 
Country Club, of which he is a mem- 
her, and chatted pleasantly with old 
friends here during the day. Covina 
has always commanded a warm spot 
in the big man's heart, and it is safe 
to say that, whatever is right and fit- 
ting in the way of railroad expansion 
will be given to Covina by the chief 
of the Huntington interests. 


"I have made no serious mistakes in 


branching out with electric lines,"

every case the traffic has immediately

do better work for you. This is a sug- 
gestion merely, and the reason for It 
will be found below. 


R. C. Caaad of Covina, a rancher 


owning sixteen acres near Irwindale, 
is the inventor of a distillate oil burn- 
er that he claims will do away with all 
necessity for gas and gasoline. All the 
objections to distillate burners which 
have gone before, are now done away 
with in his invention, and a practical 
demonstration 
of 
It, accorded 
the 


writer this week, seems to bear out 
the inventor's statement. Casad has 
been working for seven months in an 
attempt to perfect a system of burning 
distillate for house-heating and cook- 
ing purposes. He is nearly ready to 
place his burner on the market, and 
during the coming week will make the 
invention plain to every interested 
householder. 


Distillate oil, as many know, is the 


residue of coal oil, or crude oil, after 
the kerosene and gasoline have been 
extracted. It is the by-product of gas- 
olene, and ranges in value according 
to its "flashing point," or strength. 
Distillate is the cheapest kind of fuel 
on the Pacific coast, costing five cents 
the gallon for the cheapest grade, and 
from eight to ten cents for the No. 2 
or engine distillate. This price is 
placed against that of gasolene at fif- 
teen or twenty cents the gallon. If 
there is some method of using distil- 
late for heating and cooking, wherein 
the smoke and soot and noise will be 
eliminated, it will be easily seen that 
the rancher and house-owner will be 
glad to take up with it. The trouble 
with distillate burning in the past has 
been (hat so much asphaltum was con- 
tained in its makeup, that it gave 
forth a large amount of smoke and 
much soot settled, clogging the burn- 
ers. A short time ago Casad came into 
the possession of selling rights on a 
distillate burner, which he found was 
an unsatisfactory article on the mar- 
ket. 
He began experimenting with 


his own kitchen stove, studied the 
matter thoroughly, and during the past 
seven months has been perfecting his 
invention rapidly. 


Casad has had most of his castings 


made /at the Kellar-Thomason Com- 
pany plant at Covina. The Inventor 
claims that the entire apparatus may 
be set up in anyone's kitchen stove for 
the cost of twenty-five dollars. 
This 


includes the fifty gallon tank for the 
oil outside, all piping and the burners. 


Caaad has arranged an overflow pipe 


running from his burner, which pre- 
cludes the possibility of the oil feed- 
ing too fast and flooding the stove. 
All oil which might possibly feed into 
the burner and not be consumed into 
gas, is taken care of by this overflow 
pipe, which takes it back to a recep- 
tacle. Thus, a house-keeper could go 
away and leave the stove burning all 
day without danger of its getting into 
trouble. The burner, Mr. Casad says, 
is also so very simple, that there is 
nothing to get out of order, and it 
only takes about thirty rfeconds to givo 
it a thorough cleaning. 


Caaad sayu that his new burner is 


"all 
simplicity and fool proof," mean- 


ing that it can be operated by anyone 
without 
danger. He 
will 
open 
a 


place of demonstration in Covina the 
coming week and explain it to anyone; 
interested.

MAKESHIFT COMPASS. 


Float a Magnetized Sewing Needlo In 


a Bowl «tf Water. 


If a thoroughly iiry and clean sewing 


need I L' Is carefully laid on the surface* 
of water in a basin the needle will (luat. 
in spito of the hif-'h density of stool — 
seven or eight times that of water. 
On closer Inspection It is found that the 
surface of the water is depressed under 
the needle, much us If there were a 
thin film .stretched o* or the water and 
slightly Indented by the weight of the 
needle;. 


This jroperty of liquids of offering 


a certain resistance U< a force exerted 
upon their surface is termed "surfacu 
tension." The magnitude of the force 
of surface tension varies from one 
liquid to another. 
It is greatest In the 


case of mercury. 
The cause of the 


phenomenon must probably be looked 
for In the attraction of the liquid molo- 
cules to one another. 


A sowii«g needle thus floating upon 


water mny be used as a compass if it 
has previously been magnetized. 
It 


will then point north and south and 
will maintain this position if the con- 
taining vessel Is moved about. If the 
needle Is displaced by force it will re- 
turn to its position along the mag- 
netic meridian as soon as the restraint 
Is removed.—Chicago Tribunn. 


Locating • Broken Wire. 


When a telegraph wlro Is broken or 


damaged. Bay, several hundred miles 
away, how does the operator, sitting 
In his office, know exactly where tue 
accident occurred? 


The explanation is simple. 
It re- 


quires, as every one knows, consider- 
able force to send electricity through, 
a wire. 
The longer the wire the 


greater, of course, must be the force 
roiiuired. 
This force Is measured in 


units called by electricians "ohms." 
Lot us suppose that, a wire between a 
New York o'lico and a point 150 miles 
away 
has broken somevvhcro. 
The 


telegrapher knows that when the wire 
was Intact there wore- required, say, 
•J.loi) ohms to facilitate the current, or 
fourteen ohms to the miie. 
lie now 


tlnds that he cau send a current with 
only 700 ohms. 
Dividing 700 by 14, 


he tiiuls that the break in the wire 1* 
fifty miles from his end.—-New York 
Tribune.
